The chairman asked why Mr. Archi- 
bald, who had got the contract to 
supply the schools with wood, had not 
brought any to date.

Referring to the list of assets in the 
auditor’s report the Secretary was in- 
structed to write off the sum of 
$185.00 for High School plans and to 
write off all but $100.00 of an ilem 
improvements to Parish Hall. 

Considerable discussion took plice 
over school accommodation, and the 

* practicability of again renting the 
Parish Hall when the present lease 
expires at the end of the year. W. J. 
Stephenson reported for the property 
committee that they had met H. C. 
Munn and J. A. Carswell, the parish 
hall committee. The recent amend- 
ment to the city charter made the 
hall liable for taxation. This' yeer 
the taxes are $456.00. Under the cir- 
cumstances the hall committee felt 
that they could give no reduction in 
the present rate of $1,000.00 per year. 

The furnace at the Hall is a glutton 
for fuel, and the School Board gener- 
ally felt that the cost of the Parish 
Hall with the large rent, large fuel 
bill and extra janitor service, was too 
high. iAt the same time they cannot 
see their way clear to build a larger 
school. J. T. Berry suggested build-. 
ing a small, frame, two-room cottage 
school or two one-room buildings that 
could be put up for about $5,000.00 
and could at a later date be disposed 
of and moved away. 

J. W. Broughton rather favored 
adding two rooms on the north side of 
the Public School and connecting up 
the heating systems. 

W. FE. Payne thought the best plan 
would be to add two rooms to the 
old High School, and put in good steam 
heat and sanitary arrangements. 

The Secretary will go into the costs 
and advantages of the three proposals 
and the matter will probably be dis- 
posed of at the next meeting of the 
Board. 

The different insurances carried on 
the buildings and contents were gone 
over and compared with the va.ues 
shown in the auditor’s returns. Tue 
Secretary was instructed to reduc 
the insurance carried on the south 
school by $2,000.00 and on the North 
Red Deer School by $1.000.00 so as to 
leave $4,000.00 on each building. 

The meeting adjourned at 10.30.

The Chairman reported that the 
isolation hospital had been cleaned up 
last fall and was ready for use should 
it be required. 

The following resolution was pas- 
sed: 

1. That all persons selling milk or 
cream within the limits of the City of 
Red Deer be required to have a writ- 
ten permit. 

‘2. That every applicant for a permit 
before being granted it be required to 
furnish a certificate from a veterinary 
surgeon that his cows have been test- 
ed and are free from tuberculosis. 

3. That a fee of $1.00 be charged for

self. “The practice of ‘Safety First’ on the railways,” 
said Mr. Cunningham, “has necessarily developed into 
a complex study in which each individual must play 
his part.” Observance of rules for safety, everywhere, 
and under all conditions, concerns not only employers, 
employees, and their families, but everybody with 
humane principles, and every consumer of the pro- 
ducts of industry. “Safety First” might with advan- 
tage be in the thoughts of everybody in this city and 
province. The heavier the casualties, in mines, fac- 
tories, shops, departmeni stores and office buildings, 
the larger the insurance and damage bills. 

This is reflected in taxation and in the price of 
every manufactured article. Those who have inaugu- 
rated, with such outstandingly meritorious success, 
the various Provincial Safety Leagues rightly sum- 
; mon every industrial, civic, educational and social 
| organization to co-operate towards the prevention of 
| the great human waste that now occurs. We are told 
on high authority that there is a very large percentage 
of accidents preventable. Precautions are being very 
' rigidly observed by the Canadian Pacific people, which 
is best excmplified by the record of “crossing” acci- 
‘dents for the last three years in the Quebec district, 
—an nalysis which proves that while there have been 
_Many regrettable accidents, those that could be attri- 
‘buted to neglect or carelessness of railway emplovees 
\have been negligible Can igns of safety are Leing 
carried out in many vays, comprising talks to en: 

, ployoos, under the Si. John Ambulance Assuciation, 


prevention of accidents; publicity advertising, and 
motion pictures that impress the lesson of prevention 
and avoidance. There is no reason why this good 
work might not be successfully carried out, in the 
schools, by the Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions, and other 
clubs; in the church itself, as well as in the shop, 
factory, railway employ, or elsewhere. 
_ Visits to plants where safety appliances have been 
installed convey a striking testimony. A careful 
worker is the best safety device, after an employer 
has done his duty to his employees to the best of his 
ability. The dissemination of knowledge by the traffic 
section of the Safety League will eventually pay divi- 
dends and pay in health by escape from hazards. 
Organization against accidents can save life and limb, 
and expresses itself in warning signs, appeals to be 
careful and in safety committees. The motto nowa- 
days should be not so much “Safety First,” but “Safety 
at All Times.” The good work being done by those 
who have saddled themselves with the labor of love 
of conserving the life and limb of the community 
should set the populace thinking, with the net result 
of declining casualty lists, and more contented citizens. 
The “Stop—Look—Listen” campaign now under 
way is a most commendable one, and if it could be 
carried into effect, at all times and under all circum- 
stances, by all classes of the community, whata happy, 
healthy place this metropolitan city of Montreal would 
be, and what a harvest of indirectly beneficial results 
would be garnered in by the obviation of accidents, 
deaths—and their consequential wunhappi.ess and loss. 
The railway men’s motto is an excellent one, which 
says:—“When in doubt, make sure.” Those with any 
degree of responsibility might with advantage take

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AGCLIMATIZATION OF 
VARIETIES OF GRAIN 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


It is quite commonly believed that 
any variety of grain when grown ina 
given district for a number of years, 
gradually becomes more and more 
suited tu the conditions of that dis- 
trict. While this may be true in the 
case of plants which naturally cross- 
fertilize, such as most of the grasses 
and clovers, it is not true to the 
sume extent in the case of such plants 
as wheat, oats and barley, except pos- 
sibly where mixed varieties contain- 
ing different strains are grown. In 
nature, acclimatization takes place as 
a result of natural selection. The 
vagaries of soil and climate gradually 
weed out or weaken those strains 
which are less suited to _ survive, 
whereas the stronger strains increase 
in proportion. 

Since varieties differ greatly in their 
ability to thrive under different condi- 
tons of moisture, temperature, phys- 


ical condition of the soil, it is highly 
important from a practical standpoint 
that the farmer grow the variety 
which fs best suited to his conditions. 
This variety can be located only 
through comparative tests of different 
varieties sown in adjoining plots in 
his district. After two or three years’ 
careful testing, it should be possible 
to choose the variety which seems to 
give the most promise. If this variety 
is what is known as a pure line, by 
which is meant a variety composed of 
a single strain, it is not likely that so- 
called acclimatization will take place 
to any appreciable extent. If, on the 
other hand, a variety should happen to 
be a composite one, that is, composed 
of two or more strains of varying 
adaptabllities, it is quite possible 
that acclimatization may take place 
by the gradual increase in the propor- 
tion of plants belonging to the best 
adapted strain. 

It was once thought that acclimati- 
zation takes place in a fairly definite 
manner in the case of practically all 
plant life, and that any variety might, 
in the course of time, become espec- 
{ally suited to the conditions under 
which it was being grown. That this 


point of view was incorrect has been 
clearly demonstrated during

vised to depend more upon compara- 
tive tests of different varieties rather 
than upon the time-worn theory that 
sorts grown in a_ district for many 
years must inevitably be superior to 
any new introduction. 

Farmers desirous of comparing a 
few of the best varieties of grain of 
any kind are invited to communicate 
with the Cereal Division, Experiment- 
al Farm, Ottawa, for advice as to how 
to proceed. ‘The above institution is 
anxious to co-operate with farmers in 
different districts in this work, as it 
realizes that the soil and fertility 
conditions on a given farm may differ 
to a very considerable extent from 
the conditions under which varieties 
are tested at the Farm at Ottawa. In 
other words, varieties which do not 
do particularly well at Ottawa might 
be most desirable to grow under cer- 
tain conditions met with on a given 
farm some distance away. 

Where a farmer does not wish to 
take the time to conduct a compara- 
tive test of different sorts on his own 
farm, but would like to have the vari- 


the Cereal Division wll be glad to re- 
ceive from him a one pound sample 
of his seed, The sack containing 
this sample should bear the grower's 
name, the variety name, and the 
number of years the seed has been 
grown on his own farm. A report on 
the relative performance of the vari- 
eties sent in for this test will be 
sent the farmer in due time.

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PUBLIC ECONOMY 


The speech which Mr. Blue, Secre- 
tary of the Edmonton Board of Trade, 
delivered at the weekly mestinyg of 
the Red Deer Rotary Club on Frilay 
last, is reported in this issue, and is 
well worth careful consideratien. In 
effect, Mr. Blue pointed out that all 
over Canada, as in the United States, 
there has been a wave of public ex- 
travagance on the part of governing 
bodies. Dominion government, pro- 
vincial governments, cities, towns, 
municipalities, trustees of all kinds 
have alike ben guilty of unjustified 
spending of public monies. He went 
further than that, for he declared that 
to a large extent the extravagance of 
all these governing bodies was em- 
barked on in answer to a public de- 
mand. People of all sorts have de- 
manded public services beyond the 
capacity of the country to afford. 

Inevitably and rightly those who 
come forward as public leaders must 
take the chief burden of blame for 
public mistakes, but it is a point wise- 
ly made and of serious meaning for 
each of us that if public spending had 
mot been favored by the public at 
Jarge, the governmments and public 
bodies would not have indulged in it 
to anything like the extent they have 
done. Roughly speaking, we get the 
government we deserve, and so long 
as indiv§duals look, with favor on 
public expenditure regardless of public 
income, so long will that expenditure 
continue. ” 

Some cf the points which Dr. Blue 
made were most impressive. With 
the exception of Quebec and Prince 
Edward Island not a provincial gov- 
ernment in Canada is living within its 
income. It is difficult to understand 
how these governments can justify in 
any way a course of conduct which 
would infallibly land a private indi- 
vidual in bankruptcy. It is no good 
saying that we have got this or that 
public service. If we cannot pay for 
them with our public revenue, we can 
not justifiably have them; we must 
mot have it. Again, Mr. Blue pointed 
out that the falling assessment values 
of the Western cities in recent years 
should have been to their governing 
bodies like a falling barometer to the 
captain of a ship—a decisive warning 
to curtail expenditure as the captain 
shortens sail. The answer of the 
city governing bodies has been equi- 
valent to flinging the warning barom- 
eter overboard. 

The hugely increased expenditure 
on education was another notable 
point in the speech. It is quite cus- 
tomary for people to demand that 
children shall receive not only ele- 
mentary, but also advanced education 
at the public expense. Mr. Blue drew 
@ perfectly logical and just Inference 
when he said that if that demand was 
to be pressed on the state, the state 
‘was entitled to answer it by demand- 
ing, first, that each child shall be ex- 
amined as to its fitness for such ad- 
vanced education, second, that the 
child which receives such advanced 
education from the state shall accept 
the guidance of the state as to the 
use to which that education shall be 
put. In other words the state which 
gives an education to its children shall 
also choose a profession or an occupa- 
tion for such children. One can im- 
agine the Indignation which such a 
Mmitation on individual freedom would 
arouse if the attempt were made to 
enforce it. Yet it is absolutely equit- 
able. It is merely elementary  fair- 
ness that it should be enforced. 

Perhaps Mr. Blue’s speech may be 
described as an enlargement on two 
main texts—first, that for every pub- 
lic expenditure and every public offi- 
cial the essential producers, who with 
us are mainly the farmers, have to pay 
in increased cost of living; second, 
that we shall all be well advised to 
think less of demanding rights than 
of performing duties. 

‘All over the country the danger of 
public expenditure is becoming more 
generally realised. It ts an “xeellent

FRANCE AND EUROPE 


Of late there has not been much 
news published with respect to the 
state of things in Europe. The people 
of Canada and North America gener. 
ally have become tired of reading of 
seemingly endless and futile wrang- 
ling over reparations and the Ruhr. 
We have economic problems of our 
own which absorb most of our atten- 
tion, and we are beginning to ask our- 
Selves if it is really necessary to be 
so dependent on the condition of 
things in Europe. Nevertheless, it is 
too soon yet to say that Europe has 
ceased to be of importance to us here, 
and it is a mistake to shut our eyes 
to what is going on there. 

For the moment France is the 
centre of Europe and on the policy of 
France depends the immediate 
sequence of events in Europe. Under 
the guidance of M. Poincare the policy 
of France has been shaped and put 
into execution, and in the course of 
pursuing that policy the purpose of 
France has become more and more 
steadily fixed, French confidence has 
grown, French activity has become 
intensified. The policy has never 
been openly stated. It is only now 
beginning to become clear. It ap- 
pears to be somewhat as follows: On 
the one hand France has openly de- 
nounced the German refusal to carry 
out the Treaty of Versailles and has 
tacitly countered that refusal by a 
determination to stay indefinitely in 
possession of the Rhineland and pos- 
sibly also of the Ruhr and to break 
Germany up into the separate states 
of which she formerly consisted. In 
the second place France has made 
alliances with Poland and Czecho- 
Slovakia and agreements with Yugo- 
Slavia and Roumania. In the third 
place France is planning and has to 
some extent already carried out great 
improvements in means of transpor- 
tation by railway and motor car 
across the deserts of Northern Africa 
in order that she may not only de- 
velop the trade of her North African 
empire but still more be able to bring 
into Europe, if necessary, great num- 
bers of black troops to make good her 
own lack of numbers. 

If this policy is successful, it will 
mean that France will ‘be in posses- 
sion in Alsace-Lorraine, the Rhine- 
land and the Ruhr of the richest coal 
and iron district of Europe and in 
close alliance with the country which 
possesses perhaps the next largest 
supply, that is Poland. Her indus- 
trialists, backed closely by her gov- 
ernment, are pursuing a vigorous pol- 
icy of expansion and control all over 
Europe. That may mean a most for- 
midable challenge to the iron and 
steel trade of Great Britain, which 
again may have a great effect on the 
commercial condition of Great Brit- 
ain, and so have a considerable effect 
on trade with ourselves. 

Further, France will become _ the 
dominating power in a great military 
alliance, and she herself will be a 
nation not of 40 million white people 
but of 100 millions, including the 
population of her African territories. 
Like other Latin races France does 
not feel the colour bar anything like 
so acutely as Anglo-Saxon races do, 
and therefore does not shrink so much 
as we should from the prospect of a 
considerable admixture of black blood 
with her own. It is just possible— 
there are slight signs of the kind— 
that the national victory of France 


province or their country, all must 
necessarily be well. Facts are not’ of 
the least importance to the really en- 
thusiastic “booster.” He deals in 
vague generalities. (He lives in an 
atmosphere of airy superlatives. He 
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communications through the Suez | 
Canal in spite of Egyptian objections. 
The United States promoted a revo- 
lution in Colombia in order to get 
possession of the Panama Canal zone, 
and remains in possession of it with- 
out regard to any consideration but 
her national safety. Neither can com- 
plain if France tries to maintain the 
Rhine as her military frontier against 
Germany in spite of German wishes. 
Yet unless real peace can come bet- 
ween France and Germany, Europe 
will remain unsettled and restless, 
and the remainder of the world will, 
to some extent, at least, suffer from 
that fact. Great Britain and the 
United States together might do much 
to bring about that peace, but neither 
of them seems at present disposed to 
take the necessary practical measures 
to do it.

THE LIMITATIONS OF “BOOST.” 


“Boost” is a rather ugly slang word. 
It stands for a thing of doubtful char. 
acter, for unmeasured laudation. For 
some reason or other “boosting” has 
become something like a characteris- 
tic of the West. (Many people take a 
pride in calling themselves “boosters.” 
They think that as long as they do 
nothing whatever but exalt them- 
selves, their town, their city, their 


— 


hates anyone who suggests caution, 
who hints at a doubt as to the excel- 
lence of the present situation, or the 
rosiness of the future prospect. Such 
a@ person, he thinks, must be a 
“knocker,” and the “booster” would 
rather die in a radiant halo of irre- 
trievable bankruptcy than allow him- 
self to incur the faintest suspicion of 
belonging to the outcast race of 
“knockers.” 

Yet there are limitations to the 
power of “boost.” It cannot, for in 
stance, alter economic laws. It can- 
not transform unproductive insolvency 
tnto flourishing prosperity merely by 
refusing to look facts in the face. It 
cannot induce shrewd manufacturers 
to establish themselves and their fac- 
tories in places which have no eco- 
nomic advantages to offer and seme 
serious drawbacks. It can, unfortu- 
nately, induce ignorant and unthint- 
ing persons to invest money in un- 
sound enterprises doomed to collapse 
like a balloon as soon as the gas or 
hot air which set them afloat is ex- 
hausted. It can prevent prudent dis- 
cussion of the relative advantages 
or disadvantages of any plan, and 
conceal the truth that there is no plan 
yet devised by human wisdom which 
is free from at least some possible 
drawbacks. 

The absence of “boost” does not 
imply the presence of unjustified 
gloom or timid lack of confidence. 
It is an old story that the brave man 
is not he who goes rushing into dan- 
ger without either thought or fear of 
it The really brave man knows the 
danger, fears it, ‘weighs it up carefully, 
and then goes on to face it. 

Our city is at a somewhat critical 
stage. “Boost” involved us in the 
past in unjustified expenditure in 
anticipation of a growth for which 
there was no justification in fact. It 
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threw away some useful little local 
industries. Now we are slowly recov- 
ering. Competent management of the 
city’s finances is

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The Farmers’ Sun, of Toronto, asks:

rate, in which case the chief cause 
of French fear of Germany and the 
feverish aggressive activity which has 
sprung from that fear, may gradually 
disappear, even apart from the other 
measures which she is taking to sec- 
ure herself. It is indeed an intensely 
interesting problem whether the pres- 
ent French activity is an indication 
of renewed national health or a mere 
temporary flare-up of artificial vigor 
in a decadent and dying race. 

In all this French policy it fs dis- 
couragihg to see little sign of improve- 
ment in the general spirit of inter- 
national relations. Suspicion and fear 
are more noticeable than the quiet 
confidence that is the indication of 
strength on the one hand, and inno 
cent intentions on the other. So far 
as the French policy of securing her- 
self against Germany {s concerned, 
neither Great Britain nor the United 
States can justly complain, though in 
point of fact both are doing so con- 
atantly.

Value of Alberta Farms 


According to a Bulletin just issued 
‘by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
‘Ottawa, average value of occupied 
| farms in Alberta is placed at $24.00 an 
sacre for 1923. This figure is stated to 

include cost of buildings. 

‘The highest value is found in Brit- 
ish Columbia, where an average of 
$100.00 an acre is placed for 1923. 
The other provinces are: Ontario, 
$64.00; Quebec, $56.00; Prince Edward 
Island, $51.00; New Brunswick, $32.00; 
Nova Scotia, $31.00; Manitoba, $28.00; 
Saskatchewan, $24.00; Alberta, $24.00.

Butter Prizes 


Alberta has done extremely well in 
competition in creamery butter claas- 
es in the various exhibitions during 
the past five years, according to a 
summary prepared by Dairy Commis- 
sioner Marker, which shows the fol- 
lowing figures: 

In 1919 Alberta butter won 92 vut 
of 196 prizes; in 1920 121 out of 263 
prizes; in 1921 a total of 157 out of 
333 prizes; in 1922 a total of 229 out 
of 436 prizes, and in 1923 a total of 
227 out of 452 prizes. In 1919 the 
province won 53.3 percent. of the first 
prizes; in 1920 it won 63.4 percent. of 
first prizes; in 1921 69.5 percent.; in 
1922 54 percent. and in 1923 62.8 per- 
cent.

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CONSERVATIVES DID RE- 
DUCE THE CIVIL 
SERVICE 


Amid the discussion over the reduc- 
tion of national expenditure and taxa- 
tion, and the strong criticism of the 
King Government for not having re- 
duced the Civil Service, this fact 
stands out clearly—the Conservatives 
did reduce. 

During the last full year in office 
the Meighen Government actually re- 
duced the number of Civil Servants by 
8,666, or by 20 percent. 

There is not the slightest doubt 
about this. If anyone doubts it, let 
him look up page 917 of the official re- 
port of the evidence taken in 1923 by 
the special committee of the House of 
Commons to enquire into the opera- 
tins of the Civil Service. In a state- 
ment filed by ‘Commissioner Jameson 
of the Civil Service Commission it is 
shown that in 1$19-20 the number of 
staff in the Service was 50,307, and in 
1920-21 it was 41,641. 

It is readily admitted that while the 
Conservatives were in office, while 
the Great War was raging, the Civil 
Service was greatly enlarged. In 
1913-14 the number of staff was only 
29,185, which, as has been shown, was 
increased at the end of 1919-20 to 
50,307. Nor was this surprising. You 
can’t mobilize 600,000 men; send over 
450,000 of them across the seas; have 
200,000 casualties, 60,000 dead and 
nearly 110,000 others to ‘be cared for 
in hospitals and homes; you can’t 
bring back from England and France 
340,000 men and 48,000 dependents; 
place nearly 30,000 of them on farms; 
pay $33,000,000 a year in pensions, 
and give thousands of others voca- 
tional training—you can’t do all those 
things without hiring a large addition- 
al staff. Now the Union and Meighen 
governments did all these things, which 
explains why they needed so many ex- 
tra officials. But they began letting 
these out as soon as possible. 

The country well knew -what was 
being done. It knew that extra em- 
ployees were being engaged; but it 
said “Go ahead; we must win the 
War.” Mn 1917-18, when the Civil 
Servants numbered 44,378, Union 
Government went to the country on 
“the last man and the last dollar” pol- 
icy, and was swept back into power. 

There is, however, this to be said: 

“The Conservatives demobilized as 
quickly as they could. Just as soon 
as these extra employees could be dis- 
pensed with, they were let go. The 


best proof of this is that 8,666 went 
out in a single year. 


When the Lib- 


erals came in at the end of 1921, the 
work of reducing apparently stopped, 
or at least was greatly slackened. 
This is why, today, there is such a 
clamor for reductions.” 

Its dealings with the Civil Service 
form one of the best ipages in the 
record of the Conservative party in 
office from 1911-21. During that time 
the Civil Service Commission in its 
present form was organized; the “out- 
side service” was placed under it; the 
principle of making political appoint- 
ments was abolished; promotion 
through merit was assured, and a new 
system of classification introduced. 
The general chorus of approval with 
which these changes have been re- 
ceived throughout the country is proof 
that this work was good. An even 
better evidence of this is to be found 
in the fact that civil servants them- 
selves have fought strenuously to re- 
tain the new order of things. They 
don’t want to go back to the old sys- 
tem to which so many Liberals would 
return. 

In looking after between 40,000 and 
50,000 employees there is necessarily 
a great deal of work, especially when 
all the positions in the Civil Service 
have had to be classified, to say noth- 
ing of the re-organizing to be done. 
That this has been done with a com- 
paratively small staff is evident from 
the fact that, whereas in 1921 the total 
staff was 235, at present it is only 150. 
That is in proportion as the re-organ- 
izing and classifying has been done 
and the numbers have been reduced. 

One of the best pieces of re-organ- 
izing ever done in the Civil Service 
took place in the Printing Bureau 
when the Conservatives were in pow- 
er. It had long been plain that scores 
of unnecessary people were employed 
there at a cost of thousands of dol- 
lars a year to the country. It was 
impossible to get reductions through 
ordinary methods. But the Conserva- 
tives said that this shameful ‘waste 
of the people’s money must stop. So 
the Civil Service Commission was in- 
structed to undertake the work of re- 
organizing. 

The Commission soon got to work 
with the result that the number of 
employees was reduced from 1,159 in 
1919 to 732 in 1922, with an annual sav- 
ing in the payroll of $746,000.

‘In five years 50 percent. of the 
grain grown on-the prairie provinces 
will be shipped through the ports of 
Vancouver and Prince Rupert,” stat- 
eo F. G. Dawson, of Prince Rupert, B. 
Mr. Dawson is one of the directors 
of the Canadian National Railways, 
and {is in Montreal on business. 

He pointed out that the present 
freight rates from certain portions’ of 
the prairie provinces to the Pacific 
coast are equal to the rates to the 
head of the Great Lakes. 

At the same time, navigation on the 
Great Lakes is closed from December 
1 to April 1, or four months, whereas 
the Pacific coast ports are open the 
year round. This closing of the Great 
Lake ports, Mr. Dawson stated, causes 
a rush period in the movement of 
grain, and to meet this rush the rail- 
way companies have to maintain a 
large equipment which {s more or less 
idle during the remainder of the year.

THE BOTTOMLESS POOL 


The Thousands of Girls Who Disap- 
pear Each Year Show the Vital Need 
for Improving Home Training and 
Awakening Delinquent Parents. 


Every year we are startled by the 
enormous toll of missing girls, those 
‘who vanish ‘completely from _ sight, 
writes Hmma Gary Wallace, in an 
arresting article in the “Christian 
Herald.” It is stated that 68,000 girls 


dropped from sight or ran away from. 


home in the United States in 1922. 
A large percentage of those who are 
reported are young people, and many 
of them are never found. Where do 
they go, we ask, and look at each 
other in troubled concern. 

What ‘becomes of the girl who 
starts on a journey and never reaches 
her destination? What becomes of the 
one who goes to ride in a smoothly- 
running automobile and never comes 
back? JWhat becomes of the young 
folks who, anxious to seek their for- 
tunes, go to the big cities, write back 
home once or twice, and then are nev- 
er heard of any more? What becomes 
of those who, dissatisfled with the 
conditions of life with which they are 
surrounded, suddenly disappear and 
are only heard of vaguely a few times 
after that? 


Who Is Responsible? 


A speaker recently made the chal- 
lenging statement that, “Delinquent 
parents are responsible for delinquent 
children.” 

If we can prove that parents, or 
even a portion of them, are delin- 
quent, we must expect delinquency in 
their children. How can it be other- 
wise? 

The obligations which devolve up- 
on the average parent are threefold. 

First, to provide creature comforts 
and sanitary, comfortable and cheer- 
ful home environment. 

Second, to set a good example, and 
to be industrious, self-respecting and 
honest. 

Third, in all things to use his own 
mature and thoughtful best judgment 
in the management and training of 
his children. 

Any parent who fails in all three of 
these responsibilities is plainly delin- 
quent. If home surroundings are not 
comfortable, if there is a nagging at- 
mosphere, if there are conditions 
present which are all but intolerable— 
the young people are going to get 
away from them as soon as they can. 
They may not run away or leave home, 
‘but may seek companionships which 
may lure them on farther than they 
have ever intended to go. Parents 
are obligated, because of their parent- 
hood, to maintain a real home, the 
standards of which are high and the 
ideals of which are fine and strong. 

The matter of example is important. 
We are all conscious or unconscious 
imitators, and the sooner the child 
comes to respect'and horor its par- 
ents, the sooner will it begin to shape 
its own life in that mould. 

Delinquent Parents — 

The parent whose example falls 
short of being a pattern worthy of 
following is delinquent. This means 
that every parent must, if he would 


\ , 7 

measure up, be a good home-maker, 
a good friend, a good neighbor, a good 
citizen, and also possess religious con- 
victions toward which there is a con- 
stant outreach in life and thought. 
The parent who fails at any point 
must confess, if he would be honest, 
that he is delinquent. 

The matter of authority is one of 
intense interest in this twentieth cen- 
tury of ours, when young people are 
accorded so much liberty. 

The mother who permits her young 
daughter to go automobile riding with- 
out proper chaperonage, to indulge in 
petting parties, and to come home 
when there is nowhere else to go, is 
clearly delinquent. 

The father who knows that son or 
daughter are having too much rope, 
and who hasn't the force of character 
to call a halt in the situation, but who 
lets it sHde because that is the 
easiest way, is delinquent. 

Parents who do all the work and 
sacrifice to the limit and beyond, that 
their children may have fine raiment 
and toil not, are delinquent. They 
are deliberately teaching thelr child- 
ren to expect and to want and to 
think they can have what they haven't 
earned. They are training them to be 
logical prospects for disappearance 
from public view some day. 

The parents who neglect to teach 
their children the great secrets of 
life, and who leave them to find out 
what they needs must know from 
polluted sources, are shamefully de- 
linquent. 

Sixty-eight thousand missing girls 
would make a city of splendid prom- 
ise! ‘What is back of it all that this 
great number shall vanish in a single 
twelve months? ‘Is the deliquency all 
theirs? 

Parents who are given mature judg- 
ment for the guidance of their im- 
mature children, should seek to exer- 
cise that authority in a proper, just, 
and, if possible, acceptable manner. 
But parents are not justified in throw- 
ing over the reins, and letting the 
young people go their own way, often 
to their ruin. 

There should be a Back-to-the-Home 
Movement, broader application and 
greater enjoyment of simple pleasur- 
es, and the development of standards 
which will make the delinquent par- 
ent, as well as the delinquent child, 
feel the bitterness of being a pariah 
in his own land. 

Where do the missing girls go? 
Where do the missing boys go? Itis 
high time that we begin to account 
for much larger numbers than we are 
able to account for now!

If the farmer lets his hogs get over 
weight and markets a similar hog at 
the same basic price, weighing 240 lbs., 
even at the $1 dockage for weight, it 
will return $14.40. 

If the hog could carry the bacon 
grade through until it was 210 Ibs, on 
the same market it would bring $16.17.
